1 . TICKELL ASKED EMBASSY OFFICER TO CALL TODAY ( JUNE 
29) TO DISCUSS PAPER ON CONFIDENCE BUILDING MEASURES 

( CBM) WHICH BRITISH WOULD LIKE TO CIRCULATE DURING FIRST 
STAGE OF CSCE. SINCE TICKELL TOLD US USNATO HAD COM- 
MENTED ON PAPER ON BASIS SPECIFIC INSTRUCTIONS FROM 
WASHINGTON, WE ASSUME DEPARTMENT HAS TEXT. 

2. TICKELL OPENED BY SAYING THAT BRITISH HOPE US CAN 
LIFT ITS OBJECTIONS TO PAPER SINCE BRITISH ATTACH 
IMPORTANCE TO CIRCULATING SUCH A DOCUMENT NEXT WEEK IN 
HELSINKI. HE OBSERVED THAT BRITISH PAPER IS ACCEPTED 
NATO DOCTRINE, AND ASKED WHAT WAS BASIS FOR US 
OBJECTIONS. SPELLING OUT BRITISH RATIONALE FOR ISSUANCE 
OF PAPER DURING FIRST STAGE OF CSCE, TICKELL SAID THAT 

IF, AS BRITISH HAVE GOOD REASON TO BELIEVE, SOVIETS

CIRCULATE A PAPER ON PRINCIPLES GOVERNING RELATIONS 
BETWEEN STATES, THERE WILL BE A NEED FOR THE WEST TO 
ADDRESS THE OTHER ASPECT OF AGENCA ITEM ONE - QUESTIONS 
OF SECURITY. BRITISH BELIEVE THAT THEIR PAPER ON CBM 
WOULD AT LEAST SHARE THE HEADLINES WITH A SOVIET PAPER 
ON PRINCIPLES, AND WOULD SCORE POINTS FOR THE WEST BY 
PRESENTING PRACTICAL, DETAILED IDEAS ABOUT HOW SECURITY 
COULD BE STRENGTHENED. BRITISH PAPER REPRESENTS, AS 
TICKELL PUT IT, AN ATTEMPT TO PIN THE SOVIETS TO THE 
WALL ON REAL ISSUES NOT GENERALITIES. BRITISH ALSO 
REASON, TICKELL ADDED, THAT IF IT IS TRUE AS SOVIET MPT 
DELEGATION HAS TOLD THEM THAT SOVIET MILITARY HAVE 
TAKEN HARD POSITION AGAINST CBM' S BRITISH PAPER COULD 
STRENGTHEN HAND OF SOVIET DELEGATION WHEN STAGE TWO 
BEGINS. 

3. TICKELL THEN SAID THAT DELETIONS ( AT LEAST IN 
PARA 6) SUGGESTED BY US WOULD VITIATE BRITISH PAPER, 

AND THERE WOULD BE NO PURPOSE IN CIRCULATING EMASCULATED 
VERSION. HE MADE SPECIAL POINT OF STATING THAT BRITISH 
WOULD NOT REPEAT NOT CIRCULATE ANY PAPER ON CBM' S TO 
WHICH US WAS UNABLE TO ASSENT. 

4. SPECIFICALLY, TICKELL INVITED US TO SUGGEST AMEND- 
MENTS TO UK PAPER RATHER THAN EXCISIONS. BRITISH WOULD 
CAREFULLY CONSIDER NEW LANGUAGE. HE COULD AGREE TO 
DROP FIRST SENTENCE OF PARA 7 AS US HAD SUGGESTED IF 

US WOULD ACCEPT BRACKETED PORTION OF PARA 6 SUBJECT TO 
SUCH AMENDED LANGUAGE AS US AND UK COULD AGREE ON. 

5. TICKELL HOPED HE COULD HAVE US REACTION ON MORNING 
JULY 2; IF THIS WOULD NOT BE POSSIBLE HE SUGGESTED 
THAT US DELEGATION REPRESENTATIVES MEET WITH HIM 
EVENING JULY 2 OR EARLY JULY 3 TO TRY TO RESOLVE US/ UK 
DIFFERENCES. FOREIGN SECRETARY SPEAKS ON JULY 5 AND 
HIS SPEECH AS NOW DRAFTED REFERS TO PAPER ELABORATING 
ON CBM’ S. 
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
